Gentlemen. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1925.  This  is  a  Survey  Report,  written 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  Circular  648  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  reviewing  the  years  1921-25. 

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

Area  1,568  acres. 

The  population  of  the  1921  Census  was  1,762.  The  population 
given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  1925  is  1689. 

Physical  features  and  general  character  of  the  area  : — The  area 
is  situated  on  the  lower  slopes  of  the  Pennines  and  has  an  altitude 
of  400  to  800  feet.  There  are  no  large  streams. 

Number  of  inhabited  houses,  1921,  445  ;  1925,  450. 

Number  of  families  or  separate  occupiers,  1921,  440. 

Rateable  value,  1925,  £5,948. 

Sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate,  £20  is. 

Social  conditions  : — The  area  is  situated  in  a  woollen  manu¬ 
facturing  district,  and  the  majority  of  the  male  and  female  workers 
are  employed  as  textile  operatives.  Some  of  the  male  inhabitants 
work  as  miners,  in  stone  quarries,  or  as  labourers  on  small  farms. 


Vital  Statistics. 


Births  21.  This  gives  a  birth-rate  of  approximately  12  4  per 
thousand  of  the  population. 

Deaths  : — The  number  of  deaths  without  correction  that  occurred 
during  the  year  was  21.  There  were  in  addition  2  inward  transfers 
of  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  outside  the  district  ;  the  total 
number  is  therefore  23—15  males  and  8  females — a  death-rate  of 
13.6  per  thousand.

Law  Relief  dis- 

tributed  in  the  district  during  1925  was  £  H  0  .  Gratuitous 

medical  relief  is  afforded  (1)  to  a  slight  extent  by  the  Poor  Law 
District  Medical  Officer,  (2)  by  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Kirk- 
burton  two  miles  away,  (3)  at  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary, 
distant  six  miles. 

No  specially  noteworthy  causes  of  sickness  or  invalidity  have 
been  noted  ;  nor  do  any  conditions  of  occupation  or  environment 
appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on  health. 


General  Provisions  of  Health  Service  in  the  Area.

Institutional  provision  for  unmarried  mothers,  illegitimate  infants, 
and  homeless  children  would  be  found,  if  necessary,  in  the 
Huddersfield  Union  Workhouse. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  cases.  Ambulance  provided  by  the  Isolation 
Hospital. 

(b)  Non-infectious  and  accident  cases.  Private  conveyances 
have  hitherto  had  to  be  used,  but  during  1925  the  Urban  District 
Council  in  combination  with  the  Councils  of  several  neighbouring 
Urban  Districts  has  arranged  to  subsidise  a  firm  of  motor  engineers 
whose  works  are  two  miles  away,  so  that  a  motor  ambulance  can  be 
procured  during  the  day  or  night  at  a  small  charge.

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Council  consist  of  a  Medical 

Officer  of  Health,  who  is  a  part-time  official,  and  a  Sanitary 
Inspector. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  is  no  provision  for  home  nursing  of  infectious  or  non- 
infectious  cases.  There  is  no  employment  of,  or  subsidy  to  practising 
midwives  by  Local  Authority.  The  great  majority  of  the  maternity 
nursing  in  the  area  is  done  by  a  certified  midwife  who  is  in  private 
practice. 

Chemical  Work. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Wakefield  is  utilised  when  necessary, 
and  specimens  are  also  sent  for  examination  to  the  Public  Analyst. 

Legislation  in  Force. 

The  undermentioned  is  a  list  of  Adoptive  Acts,  13ye-laws,  etc.  in 
force  in  the  area.  Nil. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER  :  The  supply  for  the  District  is  partly  from  wells  and 
partly  from  the  mains  of  the  Huddersfield  Corporation.  The  latter 
supply  all  but  about  5  houses. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS:  There  are  no  streams  of  any  magni¬ 
tude  and  no  action  with  regard  to  pollution  has  been  necessary. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE  :  The  Joint  Sewerage  Board 
in  1902  in  connection  with  the  adjoining  township  of  Shepley  has 
made  sufficient  provision  of  Sewerage  works  at  Thunderbridge.  A 
small  outlying  portion  only  is  unprovided. 

Schools. 

The  water  supply  and  sanitation  of  the  schools  are  satisfactory 
and  closure  for  infectious  disease  has  not  been  necessary. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by 

Byelaws  or  Regulations. 

The  area  contains  one  Glue  and  Size  Works  with  regard  to 
which  no  action  has  been  necessary. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

The  last  three  years  have  shown  a  much  smaller  incidence  of 
Infectious  Disease  than  the  preceding  two.  Fifteen  and  thirty  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  notified  in  1921  and  1922  respectively.  Use  of 


Diphtheria  Antitoxin  where  required  is  prompt  and  effective.  Use  is 
made  of  the  W.R.C.C.  Laboratories  at  Wakefield  for  diagnosis  of 
Typhoid  and  Diphtheria.  Use  has  not  been  made  of  the  Schick  and 
Dick  tests  in  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever  respectively  or  of  recently 
developed  artificial  methods  of  immunization.  No  Vaccinations  or 
re-Vaccinations  have  been  done  by  the  M.O.H.  under  the  Public 
Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations,  1917.  School  intimations 
of  disease  are  rarely  made  or  required.  There  has  been  no  mortality 
from  Influenza  during  the  past  two  years.  There  is  adequate  pro¬ 
vision  for  disinfection  of  articles  and  premises  which  have  been 
exposed  to  infection,  but  none  for  cleansing  and  disinfection  of 
verminous  persons.

The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  1925. 

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  following  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  : 
where  nuisances  were  found,  15  ;  where  no  nuisance  was  found,  18  ; 
slaughterhouses,  13  ;  visits  after  Infectious  Disease,  12  ;  work  in 
progress,  4  ;  property  under  notice,  50  ;  owners,  11  ;  workshops,  13  ; 
cowsheds,  30  ;  Total  166. 

Nuisances  found  comprise  :  Defective  drains,  5  ;  dampness,  6  ; 
dirty  house,  1  ;  privies  requiring  conversion  to  water-carriage  system, 
2  ;  defective  sink  waste  pipes,  7  ;  defective  drain  inlets,  6  ;  insuffici¬ 
ent  means  of  ventilation,  6  ;  defective  woodwork  of  windows,  6  ; 
defective  sink  lining,  1  ;  privies  with  defective  doors,  3  ;  defective 
sink,  1  ;  cowshed  requiring  limewashing,  1  ;  defective  cowshed 
drainage,  1  ;  Total  46. 

Of  these  nuisances,  38,  affecting  7  premises  are  still  outstanding* 

Part  of  the  work  is  in  a  contractor’s  hands  and  the  owners  have 
promised  attention  to  the  remaining  portion  of  the  work.

Closet  Accommodation, 

There  are  in  the  district,  272  privies  and  83  water  closets.  Little 
progress  is  being  made  with  regard  to  the  abolition  of  the  privies. 

Scavenging, 

Privies  and  Ashpits  are  emptied  by  the  Council  s  workmen 
every  6  weeks  ;  bins  are  emptied  at  frequent  periods.  Arrangements 
are  satisfactory. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  is  necessary,  there  are  practically  no  smoke  producing 
plants  in  the  district. 

Housing. 

The  houses  in  the  district  are  mainly  of  the  working-class  type. 
There  is  some  need  for  more  houses.  No  action  has  been  taken  by 
the  Council  towards  providing  any  houses  and  only  one  house  has  been 
provided  by  private  enterprise.  No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been 
brought  to  notice  during  the  year.  A  re-inspection  of  previously 
reported  defective  houses  is  proceeding  and  the  owners  are  being 
communicated  with  regarding  repairs.  The  general  standard  of 
housing  is  very  fair.  The  defects  found  are  those  associated  with  old 
houses — dampness,  lack  of  ventilation,  etc. 

Byelaws. 

No  difficulty  has  occurred  in  administering  these  and  there 
appears  to  be  no  need  for  revision. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  supply  of  milk  is  ample,  there  being  28  producers  in  the 
district.  The  supply  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  without  bacterio¬ 
logical  tests,  is  wholesome. 

Several  defective  cowsheds  exist.  The  owners  have  been  seen 
and  promises  have  been  made  to  remedy  the  defects.  No  applications 
have  been  received  for  licences  for  the  sale  of  milk  under  special 
designations. 

Meat. 

Inspection  of  meat  on  slaughtering  days  is  carried  out  whenever 
possible.  There  are  2  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  distiict  but 
only  one  is  in  regular  use.  Meat  marking  is  not  carried  out.  Con¬ 
demned  meat  is  destroyed  by  burning  in  a  local  furnace.
